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INTRODUCTION 



The figures in this year's ARL Statistics effectively docuTPent a 
now familiar theme: research libraries are spending a bit more, and 
enjoying it much less.* The charts on pages 16-17 are especially illus- 
trative of the impact of inflation on staffing and collection development. 
In their struggle against escalating prices, research libraries last year 
increased materials expenditure by a median 8.5%. Collections, however, 
grew by a meager 2.8%. Inflation affected all library operations, but 
monograph purchases clearly suffered the most. The median number of 
monographs added last year was 10.3% less than the previous year, and was 
the lowest in the eight years reported. The median number of volumes 
added in 1976 was 64,800, a dramatic contrast to the 89,800 added in 1969. 

Although libraries are now diverting book funds to purchase serial 
titles, they are still barely able to maintain their serial collections 
in a '^steady state'' (.63% increase in the median number of serial titles 
held last year). Microform holdings are still expanding, (9.1% increase 
since 1975), but at a rate far slower than 1974's growth of 15.5%. 

Aside from collection development, the area most seriously affected 
by inflation has been personnel. Even though more than 57% of library 
budgets are typically spent for salaries and wages, and even though median 
salary expenditures rose last year by 4.9%, the number of persons employed 
at all levels decreased during 1976. A few more specific facts put this 
in context: 



a) For the second consecutive year, the median number of 
professional librarians decreased. Professional employment 
dropped 4.6% in 1975 and an additional 4.8% this past year. 

b) Nonprofessional cutbacks were even worse, and have been 
cumulating longer. Nonprofessional staff decreased 2.9% 
in 1974, 5.3% in 1975, and 5.6% in 1976. 

c) ' The 7.5% decrease in the number of student assistants was 

the largest cutback of all. 

The implications of these findings are clear: Although libraries 
are one of the most significant sectors of the knowledge ir^dustry, their 
ability to develop resources and deliver services is deteriorating 
even as demands for them escalate. [ 




*Whiie we do not yet have accurate figures on the rate of inflation in 
higher education for 1976, it is clear that it is higher than that 
reflected in the consumer price index which increased by 5.8% in 1976. 
Since last year the median library operating budget increased by a 
scant 3.7%. 
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As this year's ARL Statistics have a number of new features, a few 
explanatory notes are in order. 

Since the publication of ARL Statistics 1974-75 , six* university 
libraries have joined the Association. The statistics presented here in- 
clude ARL's 105 members: 94 university libraries and 11 nonuniversity 
libraries. 

Several new features in the presentation of the data include: 

1. University Statistics, (The table on pages 18-19 display figures 
on university enrollment, expenditures, and Ph.D degrees and fields 
These figures are those reported to the Office of Education as part 
of the Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) and 
Library General Information Survey (LIBGIS) conducted by the Office 
of Education. 

2. Periodical Expenditures. For the first time, we are also listing 
expenditures for current periodical subscriptions. These appear 

in column 12.5 of the charts and by rank order in the table on page 
40. Since this is a new item, we have experienced a number of 
problems in compiling accurate figures, some of which are suggested 
in the footnotes. Even so, the figures give a rough indication of 
the dimensions of these expenditures. Note that, as in previous 
years, figures for the more inclusive category, "serials,** are 
displayed in column 5 of the charts. 

3. Total Staff. This is the second year that PTE Student Assistants 
have been included in the figures for total staff. Prior to 
197-^1-75 the number of student assistants was not included in the 
total. / 

4. Historical Data. To provide some historical information the charts 
on pages 16 17 present university library medians since 1968-69 
and the annual percentage change in these medians.

i\mong other things, these figures illustrate the advantages of using median 
figures when there is a wide dispersion in a distribution. Because of the 
characteristic of the mean as a "balance point," a few very high or low scores 
may sometimes pull the mean away from the actual point at which values cluster. 
As the measure of central tendency which focuses on the midpoint in a distribu- 
tion, medians are thus much preferable for our purposes. 

All of this is by way of emphasizing again the need for exercising great care 
in using the quantitative data presented here to make qualitative evaluations 
of library programs and services. In all cases, in a number of significant 
ways these evaluations must be judged on the basis of an institution's local 
needs and characteristics which are based on other nonquantitative information.

This is 
done because in a number of cases there is a relatively insignificant difference between 
two institutions (which are nevertheless given two different rankings), and it was decided 
that a '»coarser»» ranking of institutions was desirable. Therefore, m addition to the 
individual rankings, institutions are clustered into groups according to ranges. The 
number of libraries within each group is then presented graphically to illustrate the 
distribution of libraries among the groups.
